“Not far from Verdur. 
"Dear M am m a—Mavbe you tLink 
that my head has been turned by 
the glory and glamour of this war, 
etc. 
Let me tell you t fiat although 
there is a lot of that rot in the 
newspapers, 
there 
is 
none 
in 
France. 
I have heard twm bugles 
since I have been here and both 
of those were warnings to the peo­ 
ple that a bomb-dropping aeroplane 
was overhead. 
There are no pret­ 
ty drills and no dress other than 
service uniforms. 
Everyone's ‘bn 
gle thought is to do lbs duty for 
Franc*, from the smallest kids re 
the oldest here. 
“H ere is an example. 
I am liv­ 
ing temporarily in a house where 
I sleep in a bed—wonder of won 
dors. 
We are ‘en repos.’ literally 
‘in repose.’ Everybody expects that 
tim arm v division to which we are 
attached will soon be sent into tie* 
hardest kind of fighting and *.v e 
are getting into the best condition 
possible fen* it. 
So we are quiet 
now, although still within hearing 
of the big guns. 
“The owner of this house is a 
little stooped old French lady 75 
years old. 
She has four sons nov* 
fighting and one dead. 
She abt 
has five 
grandchildren 
fighting 
She has sent her 
three 
grand­ 
daughters away so as to give the 
soldiers the comfort of the house. 
She not only gives her house, but 
does everything to make us com­ 
fortable, 
making 
beds, 
drying 
shoes, etc., 
doing 
laundry 
and 
building files. 
I believe that alt 
she gets to oat is what is given 
her. 
And when vou ask her why 
all this—‘C’est pour la pattie’ CB 
is for the native land’) and dis­ 
misses it with a gesture. 
“And Blat is typical and not ar 
all unusual. ‘We must put Germany 
down where site* will never again 
he a menace.' 
That is not a horn 
bast ic slogan to 
hide 
a 
selfish 
policy. 
It is in the heart and soul 
of the French people. 
There is no 
hatred of the Germans, as in Eng­ 
land. The prisoners here are treat­ 
ed exactly as the 
French 
Poilu. 
They have the same focal and do 
the same work. 
Lots of them arc* 
mending roads around 
here 
a r ' 
are very happy. 
If 
there 
were 
more here there would be less sol­ 
diers working on the roads, too, 
hut as it is there are 
as 
many 
French soldiers as Germans work­ 
ing on the roads and all working 
together and in perfect harmony. 
There is no hate here, but just the 
attitude that it is necessary to win 
Hie war for the good of France and 
the world.

“ I have found that I love France. 
It is wonderful. 
There are real 
sacrifices here and real patriotism. 
The Frenchman loves his country 
first, is -proud of her next and WHI 
dc- nothing without thought of th'* 
cost for her.

engross it by a vote of 55 to 62. 
From the communications he had 
received from the labor leaders and 
organizations in Pettis county he 
stated they were for the bill strong. 
It is a bill that was- indorsed by 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, and 
ll. T. Woods, president of the state 
Federation, as well as many em­ 
ployers. 
Representatives Taylor and Wil­ 
kinson, both from Kansas City, led 
the fight for the engrossment of 
the bill, w'hile it was bitterly at­ 
tacked by several lawyers, headed 
by Representative Lee, of Jasper 
county, and by one or two labor 
representatives. 
A Jefferson City 
dispatch says 
the vote on the bill may be recon­ 
sidered Tuesday. 
It says: 
An effort will be made Tuesday 
afternoon to reconsider the vote 
by 
which 
the Taylor w'orkmen’s 
compensation bill was refused en- 
grossmen by the house Friday. As 
there were twenty six members ab­ 
sent when the vote was taken and 
many of them are known to favor 
the bill, which the committee has 
worked out, it is believe^ there is 
yet a chance for the house to go 
on record for compensation. 
The 
vote 
against 
workmen’s 
compensation was directly in the 
face of platform pledges of both 
republicans and democrats. 
Both 
parties have promised the workers 
of the state such a measure for the 
last six years and the very first 
time in all those six years when 
the bill was not smothered in com­ 
mittee, the legislators voted in the 
face of their party pledges. 
Gov­ 
ernor Gardner also had asked a 
workmen’s compensation measure 
in his inaugural address. 
Ignorance of the 
provisions 
of 
the bill was responsible largely for 
the vole. 
Any workmen’s compen­ 
sation measure necessarily is com­ 
plex and long. 
This gave the per­ 
sons interested in the defeat of the 
measure the opportunity they de­ 
sired. 
A 
surprising 
number 
of 
farmers, in fact, twenty-six, voted 
against Hie bill. 
This grew' out of 
reports that had 
been 
circulated 
that the whole bill was a scheme to 
provide a lot of jobs. 
As the bill 
was long and complex, the farmer 
members didn’t give the bill, which 
the committee had worked on for 
days and nights, the benefit of the 
doubt, 
but 
cracked it with “no” 
voted. 
While the senate has been dodg­ 
ing a vote on workmen’s compensa­ 
tion for years and is not likely to 
pass a bill this time, it had been 
hoped that the house would pass 
the present bill, which was regard 
ed as a fair compromise ,ar.d put 
the senate squarely up to a vote 
on the proposition. 
A lively can­ 
vass will be made between now' and 
Tuesday and it is believed there is 
an even chance lo obtain a recon­ 
sideration of the vote.
